Tho triiubles arisinc^ from High 
and Low Cluireh proclivities in the 
Anglican bo ly in Ganatlii, aeoin to be 
a source of much mora iinininoiit clan- 
gor to its unity than tlie sivme differ- 
enoeg^^i^rjn Baglftud, and the diocese 
of Toronto appears to suffer moro se- 
Teroly from those troubles, aud comes 
nsarai- their ddiigors, than any other 
in Ontario. Wo have before r«mark- 
od upoa tho soinewbat disgraceful 
■couo (for ft Church Court) which oo- 
duxred-' at the last meeting of tho Dio- 
oeaaa Synod, but it unfortunately hap- 
pened that tbo same elements -which 
combiued to cause that scone, came 
into stiUijnore violent contact on the 
occasion of the reeent visitation, and, 
we are much afraidrwith morei disast- 
rous effect*. We need not here re- 
peat the' circum4tance3 referred to, as 
thoy'have bsou fully det.iiled in our 
■ columns already. It in really sur- 
prising that the Lord Bishop, who is 
doubUeife aS-soliditouS-for - the- peace 
and unity of the Church as he claims 
S«to'Tje, should have thrown such a lire- 
braud into the inflammable material 
. with which he is surrounded as the 
■impeachment of tho Dean of Toronto 
cannot fail to bo. Tho exclusion of 
the press and public on tho occasion 
*i yran a most suspicious; as it was a 
most luiuiual circumstance. His 
Lordship's vi.sitatioa address was of 
itsalf a very strongly worded dofiu- 
mant, and to read it people who did 
not know better would have thought 
that the o£g^jpizatiqn • known as tho 
Church Asao'cia'tion was alone rospon- 
■siblaforthe dissensions with which 
the Church is at present so notorious- 
ly rent and harrassed, that they alono 
were tho agitator.s, and that they and 
tllpy. alone woro worthy of his pastoral 
oondefli nation. Wo do not care to ou- 
ter into tha' intricacies of tho discuss- 
ions and contentions which have cul- 
miuatod so unfortunately for all con- 
corued, but it \vo;ikl be impossible to 
read his Lord.sliip's address ;.jwitUout 
being very strongly impressed- with a 
■dspicion'that his sympathy "ptejudic- 
ed his judgment, aud that he dealt 
with tho subject much more in the 
spirit of an ardent advocate, anxiously 
endo^voitring to tind. one party on- 
tirelyin'ttie'fahlfc and as far a* possi- 
ble excuse tho b'tfier, tbian that of ft 
calm, impartial judge, whose only aim 
was to deal out justice to all and fa- 
vour to none. Perhaps the Church 
Association is wr(jng— porh-ips their 
zeal in tho cause of evangelical opiHCo- 
pacy has boon s ):aowiiat injudicious, 
aud they may have pro.ysed' their' ilif- 
foreiices of opiaion wi;.!i fclmir more 
ritualintio brotbrou .viih rioniowiiat of 
impruiloufc w.irnith. But thoii it is 
just as likely, and indeed in tho v;oIi 
established fact, tliat the rituali-stic 
party have insisted upon their opin - 
ions, have practi.^ou aud preached tbeir 
innovations, and liavo behaved alto- 
gether will), to [)ut it mildly, as much 
imprudonco and want of jiidgmout as 
tlio others. Wo do not undertake to 
■ docido as to who is right and who is 
wrong in a disputation based upon 
laws aud regulations which are not 
necessarily ^yit^li^ tho region of a se- 
cular journalist's knowledge. A neu- 
tral on-lookor cannot but see, however

So far, tho 
oarto has a very strong reMmUnnco, in 
almost every way it can bo consideroil, 
to the procoftdingB which culminated 
in the withdi'iWtftl'Of DdaFU'.plidgei of 
yiotorift, BriiiSu OolHmfeia, ' fi'om th« 
piilo of the Anglican Communion, and, 
the ofltablishrijeut in tho far \\m\. o.t a 
IVofonnnd l^pificoprvl oongiogatinn 
which for wealth iullnonco and nunv 
y^om haa few oiiuals in any donomiiia- 
in that Prc?vinoq.' If Dann Qri^s- 



can bo no question that ho would b i 
fbllbwed', not bhly by tho bul k of lis 

own congregation, among whom ho is 
much beloved and adored, !mt hy u 
great many of the most ijromineut 
Anglican laymen in Toronto. The 
congregation of St. James' Cathodral, 
of which tho Dean is incumbent, is 
ono one of tho strongest, and in every 
respect most inllucntial in the Uoniiu- 
ion, aud its defection, m- the defection 
of any considerable part of it, would 
1)0 a serious blow to tho Church of 
England in Canada, as well as an ac- 
cession of strength to the new niove- 
ment, which would go far to give it a 
status equal to that anjoyed by como 
of our most prominent Protestant de- 
nominations. 

What is most remarkable in this 
persecution is that it includes so 
many hiyinpn, If, howevcv. t lio pro- 
portion of lay to clerical iiioinluji-. lit 
the Church Association were niiiu- 
tainedin this connection, there would 
bo still fewer clergymen included iu 
the indictment, and a blill greater 
number of layinon. Tljcre is n some- 
what signiticanl deduction wliich may 
bo drawn fiLun this — u deduction 
which we believe to bo justiliable by 
the facts — ^namely, that the High 
Cherch or Ritualistic movement has 
its origin and derives its strength in 
tho Church courts from clerical sour- 
ces, while the Evangelical party is the 
party of the people, and a pretty faith- 
ful reflex of popular sentiment. We 
have seen this attempted to be ac- 
counted for variously, but it does ap- 
pear that tho mast reasonable aud 
likely explanation yet given was thatof 
a correspoudeat of a western contoui- 
porary l.itely, who asseiiod that tlu^ 
entire system of training at Trinity 
Oollege, Toronto., where a lai-ge pro- 
portion of tho young ministers of the 
Anglican Church receive their edu- 
cation, has u litnalistic ti'iuieni'V , 
and is calculated tu separate the clergy 
from tho peojilo in their ideas regard 
iug public worship iu a very marked 
dogi-ee. What gives colour to this as- 
sertion is that iu every instance the 
Provost of Trinity, Dr. W.iittakiM-, is 
found actively co-0!):rati ;i;.;- with the 
ritualistic party, or, nmro i)iMperly 
si^eaking, opposing the Evai:gelieals, 
although with a caution ati.l priidjiic;! 
which is in marked distinction to the 
recent utterance.i of tho bisliop. 

What the result of this latest deve- 
lopment may ho, it is diliicult to fore- 
toll, but it is evideut tha end is not 
yet.

Lord Car- 
narvon sayH ho liubscquoutly again saw 
Mr, Walkeni, at whoso request lie delay- 
ed the ahnounfiom^nt of tho Terms which, 
in his opinion, might properly be laid

eeipt of a further written comniuaicatioD 
from 'him'{Mr. Walkom) , which ho had

Tho Btatementa thus placed before Lord 
Oarnaryoi^. were considered so clear and 
4Bompleta M to assist him materially in 
sppreoiating the position in which the 
question stood, and ia jadging -without 
hesitation what modification of the origi- 
nol Terms should be adopted; and Lord 
Carnarvon took occasion, at thia point,

"--*to and forbearing manner in which

•' qRences fiadHoeen argned on both si ties, 

«nd tUej>leBsure which he' felt in being 
able to thiiik' that asperity of feeling or

ftendent judgment of one who might at 
east claim to have the interests of both 
parties equalljr at heart. - 

Ldrct.C^rbarvoii- had ezprasaed very 
fdllj in his dispatch of the 16th August 
the opinion which he entertained on each. 
■\ et tho principal questions at issue, and it 
' would, therefore, be unnecessary to add 
- oiubh tb the MINIS' sfelWimen t o f bis d ec i - 
aion. That decision was necessarily, as 
both parties were aware, in the nuture of 
'^a oompromise, and.a.s such, it might per- 
haps fall short of giving complete satis- 
faction to oitliei". If, on the one hand. 
Lord DufTfiin'H Afiuiaters con.ientod with 
xeluotance to tho further concessions 
irhich, at an farlii h stago he (Lord Cur-

the other hand, fail to bear in mind that

Carnarvon preferred rather to roilect that 
'Under-th* amended Torm.s about to be es- 
tablished Columbia's union with Canada, 
<while the Dominion would be relieved of 
a oonsiderablfi part of those obligations 
whieh wore assumed in the first instance 
without a Buflicient knowledge of tho lo- 
cal conditions under v,'hich so ouornioii.s 
and difiioult an undertaking was to he 
>t*kkeiti»Siiiat6¥)ila*t,>*aad .to fulfil, whiuh 
voald seriously embarrass tho vosourco.s 
of even so prosperous a country as Cana- 
da.

on ichich that polinj .should he ran-ied out 
would be found substantially in accord- 
ance with reasonable rcquirciineiits'of tho 
Province, and with that spirit of gener 
OU8 and honouroble adheronco to past 
engagements which ought in an especial 
degree to govern the deolitigs 
of a strong and populona community 
with a feebler neighbour, aud which Lord 
Carnarvon welt knew to be (he ohm'OCleristic 
of all parties and statesmen alike within the 
Dominion of Canada. 

CANADA'S KEPLY. 

Tho Committee of Council have had 
under consideration tho dispatch of the 
Right Honorable Lord Carnarvon, Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, of Nov. 
J7th, convoying a statement of the New 
Terms with British Columbia, which, in 
His Lordshi})'s opinion, m.iy pi'oporly 
be laid down as fair and reasonable, con- 
cerning the construction of lliu Paciiie 
Railway. 

In tho Minute of July 23d the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion advise that His 
Lordship should be informed of their 
willingness to leave it to him to say 
whether the exertions of tho Govornniont, 
the diligence sliown and the oiTera made 
were or were not fair and just and in ac- 
cordance with tho spirit of the original 
agreement, seeing it was impossible to 
boinpIy vitU tUd' letter of the'Tems of 
Union in this particular. 

The conclusion at wliicii His Lordship 
has arrived "upholds," as ho r(!inarkrt,"in 
the main and suliject only to some modi- 
flcations of detail," the policy adopted by 
the Government on tiiis most ombarras- 
ing question. 

The Minute of Goh'noll' 6f September 
17th contained a statement of reasons, 
showing why some of tlieso modilieations 
Khould not pri-sseii ; but tho Govt-rn- 
mont, aetnated by an aii.vious desire; to 
remove all ditiioulties, cxpres.-^t'd a will- 
ingness to make these further conci's- 
sions rather than to forego an iTnmodiato 
settlement of so irritating a question, as 
the concessions suggested might be made 
without involving a violation' of the 
spirit of any Parliamentary resolation or 
the letter of any ennotinont. 

The Committee of Council respectfully 
request that your E.Kcellency will be 
pleosed to convey to Lord Carnarvon 
their warm appreciation of the kindness 
which led His Lordship to tender his 
good offices to clTect a seltlomnnt of tho 
matter in disjjuto, and also to assure 
His Lordship that every elTort will be 
made to secure the realisation of what is 
expected. 

Tub Dabk L£:MTBitNMBEi!iNG'— Wo have 
a word or two more on this subject.

CORONER'S inquest; 

Yesterday Judge P(<mbertori onipanncl - 
ed the following jurors liial pro- 
ps oceedod to holii an iiitjue.st ini I ho body 
of tho lato Win. Lush: l\. E. Green 
(foreman) , Win. .lonos. Col, Singleton, 
( i. II. Muynard, Jas. Croasen anil Goo. 
Jacques, 

Tint jury, after viewing tho body as it 
lay in the i'en Pin Alloy, returned to tho 
Police Barracks to hoar tho following 

Qvidence: 

A. It. Partridge, sworn — About throe 
o'clock yeatordny afternoon Mr. Lush 
eaiiio into the iJrowu Jug saloon and 
nskeil f(n- two bits' worth of whisky. 1 
thought he had been drinking rather 
lieavily and askiul him what ho was going 
Lo do with itV He told me ho wanted to 
SCO whothiir we kept good whisky or not; 
he saitl ho wanted to have it tested. 1 
gave him two bits' worth and he went 
away. That was the last I saw of him. 
In answer to the Coroner, witness said 
that about a quarter of an hour after- 
wards I was told ho wa^ BnfFering from 
the etreets of poison, Ijiit I diil not see 
liini. Hi', did nut tiiix anything with the 
whisky in my presence; look it away in a 
bottU; similar to tho one produced. 

John Smith, sworn— I was with tho 
dociNised and several others about 2:50 
yesterday afternoon; knowing that ho 
was in dillieulties and under a fine at the 
I'olii^e (,'oiut we wore anxious that he 
sliould go lip and pay the tine; spoke to 
liim about it and ho .4ai<l ho bad every- 
thing all li.iceil and waa going up, and 
added that if wo would wait for a few 
iniuutes he would be back and we could 
go up; I stayed in tho Grotto saloon till 
about 8: Ul p.m.; finding ho did not come 
back, myself and .Mr. Cici.-ro wmit in 
search of liini ; went almig tioveriiiiKut 
Hi reel to Mail'ii'ie Zuike s, his sisler in 
law, and sho told ns ho was in .Moiison's 
ilrng store. Wc found him there. He 
came with us and asked us to go on aud 
he would catch up with us. Ho did not 
coiuo and wo returned, and Madame 
Zinko told us he had gone into tlio Ton 
Pin Saloon. We tried the front door and 
could nut get in and we went annind to 
tlie back, I got in through a window, 
but could not get into the othor room, 
the door being looked. Wo saw Mr. 
Lush sitting on a chair. Wo went and 
told his bondsmen, Messrs. McNifTo and 
.lenkinson. The latter gentleman and 
rnysidf went in throngli the u'iodow and, 
flnding the kt\vs, I let !Mmo. Zinko in, 
1 leit Mr. Jcukmson and Mmo. Zinko 
tUero with Ijiui. Mr. Jonkiu.son asked 
him what be meant bjr treating him so 
after he had been a friend to him, and 
asked him where was the money. Ho said 
ho had none. He ombraeed .umo. Zin- 
ko. calling her his dear .sister. I then 
left. I had no idoa be had poisoned him- 
self at the time. J saw him vomit once; 
I put the spittoon for him to vomit in. 

Sergeant Bloomfield, sworp— ^bout 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon Iwasinform- 
tliat tho bondsmen wanted to hand 
Mr. Lush over to tho Police; I wont tip 
to the Ten Pin .Saloon ; ifessrs. TifcNitTc 
and , lenkinson saiil that thoy wanted to 
hand liim over; Mrs. Zinko tried to pre- 
vent me going ijejir Mr. Lush; I wont to 
Mr. Ln»h and told him I wanted him to 
come along with me. He was thcij sitting 
on the elniir at the end of tiie b^r. H" 
tiild mo he wasi very drunk and wantttil 
mo to let them sto[) live ininntos, I said 
yes if he liked, there was uo hurry. I 
wiiitod about ten minutes ond during that 
timo he hummed a tune and then the 
ru st shook of the poison oame oyer him. 
I hold his bond and asked him to gat up 
and walk; ho said ho was too ilrunk, Iu 
shifting tho glaRscs on the bar, foarlng 
he miglit use them as drunken mo'n aro 
apt to do, I noticed tho glass produced, 
and I romarked to constable Wiiito, "the 
man h43 pojsiQncid hjujsQlf," pointing to 
I lie glass. I took the glass into Mr. l^ov 
i-,on ond he said ho thought it was poi- 
son, it t.ntcd bitter. I went and took the 
f^lass to the Inspector aiul when I return- 
ed dooeused was lying on tho tlooi' and I 
remained with him till ho died, a liptlo 
before five o'clock. Dr. Matthews was 
in attendance. Tho white substance in 
the glass produced was analyzed by Mr. 
Jones, of Langley & Co,, and found to 
he strychnine. 

Tho inquest waa then adjourned till 
to-day at noon to get Mr. Jones' evidence. 

TuE body of tho late Wm. Lush was re- 
moved to the Park Hotel yesterday nnd 
will bu burieil on Sunday. It appears 
that deceased ])Urchased the ,s/r!/c 7/ /i in in 
August last and n-ud a inirt of it in poi- 
soning rats. Tho remainder of tho poison 
ho must have put iu his pocket before 
leaving for town on Thnrsday morning 
with the deliberate pnrpose of oommit- 
iing suicide if the fine was too heavy for 
him to pay.

Terrible Domestic Calam- 
ity. 

A Walla Walla paper says: Wo have 
been f arnished some of the particulars of 

a most terrible calamity which has result- 
ed in the death of a woman and two of her 
children, [t seems that a man named 
T.ite, living about eleven mile.i in an 
easterly ilirectioii from this city, between 
Ivy antl liliio Creek, left his howse on 
Tuesday morning to os.sist a noighbour 
with somo stock, leaving his wife and 
throe children, aged respectively seven 
and five ond a baby, Whon ho roturneii 
ill.tho evening ho found his house leveled 
to tho ground and buried under thesnow, 
a snow filide having ..occurred probably 
soon after the husband and father .i do- 
porturiB, diirryitog' everything before it. 
Search was made and the dead bodies of 
his wife and two children wore found in 
the stable, while tho babj-, who bad beeu 
in bed at the time of tho catastrophe, was 
found still snugly covered up in ihe bed, 
and buried in tho ruins, asleep nnd iin- 
hsrmod. From tho tracks found it se(niis 
that tho wholo family had boon buried uj) 
and that the mother had first extricated 
herself and then rosbued her two eldest 
children from the ruins of tho house. 
Whether they were dead or only injured 
i-t not known; but tho inothor carried 
them to the stable, wliich was unharmed, 
and laid them down side by side. She had 
then attempted to go to a neighbor's, pro- 
bably for help, butthe snow being very 
deep she had found it impossiblo to go, 
and had returned and laid lier.ielf down 
benido hor two oliildron, where sho was 
found as above stated; all three of thorn 
being dead. It is notonactly known, but 
is probably tho case, that sho was moro 
or loss injured by thesnow slide. nnil that 
hor exertions in rescuing hor children 
and in attempting to go to tho neighbor's 
joined in causing her death. These are 
tho outlines of tho afTair as detailed by a 
neighbor of tho unfortunate fomily, and 
is ono of tho inoht heartrending casualties 
that wo have over been called on to chro- 
nicle. Tho ill fated houfio was situated 
at tho foot of a high nud steep hill, and 
tho Know hftddrifted to a groat depth, but 
as snob aosidcuts are ot very rare .occur- 
rence hero, uo one ever dreaiaed'of dan- 
ger from that source.
